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PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


DEAR BRETHREN : The time having arrived for our annual meet- 
ing, according to the constitution of our Synod, it becomes my duty, 
as its presiding officer, to hand in my Annual Report, and to render 
you an account of my official acts since the meeting of our last Synod 
at Kaneas City, Mo. | 

The following is au account of my official acts : | 


1. Early in the spring the Rev Mr. Steck wrote me that he had 
accepted a charge within the bounds of the East Pennsy! vania Synod, 
and wished me-to forward him an honorable dismission. As Bro. 
Steck was in good repute in our Synod, I granted his request, and 
sent him an honorable dismission, which action will no doubt meet 
your entire approval. 

2. In February I received a letter from Rev. Geo. Walker, of | 
White Rock, Kansas, making some inquiries about our constitution, 
and asking whether be could recover his ealary by law. I advised 
him not to enter suit, but rather to suffer wrong. He wil) probably 
lay the matter before the Synod. 

8. In April I received a letter from our Swedish licentiate, N. G. 
Bergenskold, informing me that he had resigned at Belleville, and 
had accepted a cal! at Beattie, Marshall County, Kaneas. Whether 
he will retain his connection with our Synod, I do not know. 

4. In September I received a letter from Rev. C. Martin, of St. 
Joe, Mo., requesting me to send him an honorable dismission. The 
grounds on which he made this request were that the meetings of 
our Synod and the beginning of the sessions of his school would come 
into perpetual conflict, and that it would be impossible for him to 
attend our Synodica! meetings ; and as he did not like to appear be- 
fore the Church as a constant delinquent in his ecclesiastical duty, 
he wished to form some other Synodica!l connection. I thought his 
reasons sound and valid, and therefore granted his request. 

5. In July I received « letter from V.G. Haag, of Noblesville, 
Indiana, asking me to forward him a certificate of good standing in 
our Synod, with a view of connecting himself with the Indiana 
Synod, in whose bounds he had accepted acharge. But with this 
request, under the circumstances, I could not comply, as I had not 
received a favorable report of the committee appointed at our last 
Synodical meeting. I considered Mr. Haag stil! under trial, and his 
case will no doubt come up at this meeting of Synod for final adjudi- 
cation. You will be called upon to act on the report of the commit- 
tee, and you will no doubt mete out evenhanded justice to a poor, 
weak and erring brother. 

These are about all my official acts performed since our last meet- 
ing. It now becomes your duty to approve or disapprove them, as 
in your wisdom you may think best. 
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I would also state that the Rev. Mr. Dornblaser informed me offi- 
cially that he had accepted a call to our Mission Church in Kansas 
City. Other changes which have occurred during the year, can be 
better reported by our worthy Secretary, who is on the ground, and 
knows more about these changes than your President, who lives at 
so great a distance. 


And now, may the blessing of the Most High God rest upon your 
deliberations, and give you grace and wisdom to do His will and 
glorify His holy name.

To the Members of the Kansas Synod : 
BRETHREN: The Board of Home Missions would report that du- 
ring your synodical year just closing, it has had eight missions under 
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its care in the bounds of your Synod, viz., Kansas City, Lawrence, 
Topeka, Abilene, Bunker Hill, Salina, Waterville, and Brantford. 

The Topeka mission became vacant Nov. 1, 1872, and though efforts 
have been repeatedly made to secure a pastor, yet they have been 
unsuccessful. 

Kansas City became vacant July 1, 1873, but was supplied by the 

election of Rev. T. F. Dornblaser, who took charge June 1, 1874, and 
whose labors already give evidence of success. 


The Waterville Mission, no longer wishing aid, withdrew Nov. 1, 
* 1878, and is therefore no longer under the care of the Board, 


There are still seven missions supported by the Buard belonging 
to your Synod. The aggregate amount of appropriation made to 
these is $1,900. The amount received by the treasurer of the Board 
trom your Synod for the year from June 1, 1873, to June 1, 1874, is 

Soon after the adjournment of the Synod last fall, the Board re- 
ceived a communieation from Rev. D. Harbaugh, chairman of the 
advisory committee, stating that the Synod had resolved to appoint 
a traveling missionary, aud respectfully ask the Board to appropriate 
funds for the support of such a missionary. The secretary was in- 
structed to reply that the Board was not authorized to make such 
appropriations, 

The Board has had applications from other places within the 
bounds of the Synod, but from the great scarcity of funds was com- 
pelled to decline their urgent appeals. 

The Board would respectfully call the attention of the Synod to 
the action of the General Synod on apportioament. The wants of 
our missionary work are so great and pressing, and the fleld so vast 
and promising, that it becomes every Church and Synod to make 
every and edrnest efforts to increase the treasury of the Board. Had 
the Board the men and means, one hundred missionaries might to- 
day be putting forth their energies on the plains of Kansas.

We would respectfully but earnestly request 
our good brother, Rev. J. W. Goodlin, Secretary of H. M, B., to aid 
this church in this. important work, And we would also take the 
liberty of recommending to their favorable notice our worthy and 
able brother, Rev. H. J. Fiery, as a suitable man to become their 


pastor.
